OBJECTS DISCOVERED IN AN ETRUSCAN TOMB 

IN 1902 

1 A large bronze oenochoe with an Etruscan word 

MVOINA incised on the neck.* 

2 A bronze plate belonging to the above oenochoe.* 

3 A bronze gilt mirror with four incised figures in the centre 

and inscriptions on the border. The handle represents 
three eagles' heads (fine and in excellent preservation).* 

4 A large bronze patera. The handle is formed by a female 

figure with outstretched wings, holding in the left hand 
a rhyton ; it stands upon a round base beneath which is 
a heavy ring for suspension. The figure is nude with 
the exception of the shoes and a chain hanging from 
the right shoulder to the right hip (svery fine and per- 
fect).* 

5 A small bronze cista ; a boy seated on the top of the lid 

which cannot be opened, being too oxidized; three 
busts of male figures ending in animal's feet support 
the cista.* 

6 A small bronze cup or lamp (the lid missing).* 

7 A heavy gold ring (the stone missing).* 
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8 Silver strigilis* and also Etruscan letters VM : CD. 

9 Silver gilt box, the cover with lotus flower in relief.* 

io Silver amphora 6 inches high and the Etruscan letters 

MV : C on the bottom.* 

ii Gold chain made of links thirty-two inches long. 

12 Bronze handle. 

13 Three iron candelabra (one with tweezers attached). 

14 Four iron objects (firedogs?). 

15 Iron knife blade. 

16 Three iron objects (use unknown). 

17 Pair of iron tongs. 

18 Black terra cotta oenochoe ribbed (fine). 

19 Black terra cotta amphora. 

20 Twelve small terra cotta votive offerings. 

21 Six small white terra cotta vases.
